As  we  assemble  in  this  magnificent  auditorium,  designed  by  PHIL  PATTON,  noted  architect, 
and  constructed  by  the  RITTER-PIERCE  Construction  Co.,  we  are  impressed  by  the  beautiful 
drapes  and  furnishings  created  by  Hickory's  leading  interior  decorators,  BARBARA  CROUCH 
and  SUE  HELTON.  On  one  wall  we  see  the  latest  painting  of  VANCE  GOODE,  "Nita's 
Night,"  inspired  and  posed  for  by  JUANITA  WARREN,  artist's  model.  Chairs  for  the  U.  N. 
were  made  by  the  Hickory  Chair  Co.,  owned  and  operated  bv  the  LAFFON  brothers,  RAY  and 
REID.  The  lighting  effects  were  arranged  bv  the  HONEYCUTT-BUMGARNER  Electrical 
Co.,  with  the  unique  air-conditioning  being  perfected  by  DOLAN  HUFFMAN. 

The  meeting  is  being  called  to  order  by  the  President  of  the  Assembly,  HENRY  ABERNETHY. 
His  voice  comes  over  loud  and  clear  due  to  the  installation  of  the  public  address  system  by  AL-

BROYLES,  begins  his  opening  address  to  the  assembly.  Seated  beside  him  is  his  chief  adviser, 
HAROLD  SIGMON,  who  ioined  Representative  Brovles  bv  flying  from  London.  England,  where 
he  has  iust  attended  a  world  conference.  He  was  flown  from  the  conference  bv  special  pilots, 
BENNY  FOX  and  VANCE  WRTGHT.  and  their  special  staff  of  hostesses,  TANELLE  TRAVIS, 
DORIS  WOOTEN.

As  the  room  returns  to  silence  we  notice  for  the  first  time  the 
press  box,  which  plays  such  an  important  part  in  the  U.  N.  In  the  front  of  the  box  we  see  the 
two  official  secretaries  of  the  press,  ESTHER  ZERDEN  and  NAOMI  BOLICK.  and  BOB  BEARD 
of  the  Granite  Falls  Ga7.ette.  motioning  to  the  other  American  reporters,  NANCY  POOVEY. 
TAMES  MARTIN,  and  NFLL  COX,  who  points  out  a  new  addition  to  the  Hickorv  Dailv  Record 
Staff,  that  of  JAMES  SMITH,  cartoonist,  whose  comic  strip,  "The  Perils  of  'PEEPY'  STEELE," 
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has  been  read  and  loved  by  millions.  Official  photographers  for  the  Lenoir  Daily  Mirror,  LEWIS 
SETTLEMYRE  and  ANN  BROOKS,  have  just  snapped  the  cartoonist's  picture. 

While  we  have  been  noticing  the  press  box,  an  emergency  intermission  has  been  called  due  to 
a  relapse  of  the  Russian  Ambassador,  who  was  carried  from  the  assembly  by  PAUL  BIGSBY  and 
GENE  LAIL,  ambulance  drivers  for  the  A.  L.  LUTZ  Funeral  Service.  The  ambassador,  accom- 
panied by  his  American  secretary,  RUBY  BAILEY,  has  been  carried  to  the  office  of  Doctor  TOM- 
MY HAWKINS,  chiropractor,  who  has  treated  many  of  these  relapses  by  a  special  liniment  manu- 
factured at  the  TRUMAN  HUDSON  Cut  Rate  Pharmacy,  situated  under  the  dental  offices  of 
Doctors  JOHN  RHODES  and  ROBERTA  COOK.
